fter months of legal anticipation 

following his December 
21 firing by Jeff Zucker, 
Chris Cuomo filed a 
$125 million lawsuit 
against CNN on March 
16. In the arbitration 
brief, first obtained by 
Deadline,. the South- 
ampton resident lashed 
out at his former CNN col- 
league Don Lemon of Sag 
Harbor, saying he once violated CNN 
rules but got away with it. According 
to TVNewser, in his arbitration de- 
mand filing, Cuomo also alleges his 
firing was unjustified and that Zucker 
did not abide by the terms of his con- 
tract by “future wages lost as a result 
of CNN’s efforts to destroy his repu- 
tation in violation of the agreement.”

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Christie’s to Auction Warhol's Monroe Portrait

Christie’s unveiled Monday an 
iconic painting by former Montauk 
homeowner Andy Warhol of Marilyn 
Monroe, a Hamptons regular, that the 
auction houses estimate will be auc- 
tioned at a monumental value. 

Pulling the curtain on “Shot Sage 
Blue Marilyn,” a vibrant portrait of the 
actress, the auction house gushed over 
the artwork, touting their belief that 
the piece is set to become the most ex- 
pensive 20th century artwork to sell at 
auction. 

“When asked to recognize certain 
paintings, Marilyn stands in line with 
Da Vinci's ‘Mona Lisa,” said Alex Rot- 
ter, Christie’s Chairman 2oth and 2ist 
Century Art. “I think I see it in your 
faces because there’s something very, 
very special about these paintings.” 

Christie’s played the reveal close to 
the vest, making camera crews sur- 
render their equipment until the time 
was right to introduce the portrait. 
For the renowned auctioneer, this 
was an event that sought to drive the 
pomp and circumstance home, even 
remarking that paintings like this al- 
ter the market itself. 

Rotter predicted that the epic War-

hol could sell for around $200 million 
and publicized it as one of the rarest 
and most transcendent images in 
existence. 

“The most significant 20th cen- 
tury painting to come to auction in a 
generation,. Andy Warhol’s Marilyn - 
is the absolute pinnacle of American 
Pop and the promise of the American 
Dream encapsulating optimism, fra- 

gility, celebrity and iconography all 
at once,” Rotter said. “The painting 
transcends the genre of portraiture 
in America, superseding 20th century 
‘art and culture. Standing alongside 
Botticelli’s ‘Birth of Venus; Da Vinci's 
‘Mona Lisa’ and Picasso’s ‘Les Demoi- 
selles d’Avignon, Warhol's Marilyn is 
categorically one of the greatest paint- 
ings of all-time and it’s a once in a 
generation opportunity to present this 
masterpiece publicly at auction.”

NYSDOT Rates Hampton Bays Sunrise 
Highway Bridge in “Poor” Condition —

The 2022 Key to New York State Highway Bridge 
Data report, released by the NY State Department 
of Transportation, says the Sunrise Highway Bridge 
that runs over North Road in Hampton Bays is rated 
as being in “poor” condition per the federal rating 
standards utilized by the NYSDOT. 

According to Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr., 
who sent out a notice about the bridge on Monday, 
for a bridge to receive a poor ranking, it must rank 4 
or less on a scale of 1—9 in one of the following evalu- 
ated criteria: the deck, the superstructure or the sub- 
structure. “The Sunrise Highway Bridge, which has 
more than 40,000 daily motorists, was found to be 
deficient in its spalling concrete used within its col- 
umns,’ Thiele explained, adding, “While the bridge 
is of a poor rating, it remains safe to carry legal loads 
as permitted by the Department of Transportation.” 

A project to make necessary repairs on the bridge 
has been scheduled and the Department has as- 
signed its Bridge Maintenance Group to actively 
monitor and make temporary repairs as necessary 


to ensure the bridge’s ongoing safety. 

“Resilient infrastructure is the basis of a safe com- 
munity and the hallmark of an economy in motion,” 
Thiele said. “That’s why it is so crucial that our roads 
and bridges remain dependable even as they age. I 
applaud the Department of Transportation for work- 
ing to proactively ensure safety while addressing the 
current deficiencies of the Sunrise Highway Bridge, 
but share the same concern as the thousands who 
traverse the bridge daily: Why did it get to a poor 
rating in the first place?” the assemblyman asked, 
noting, “Now more than ever, infrastructure must 
be a top priority at the federal, state and local levels 
if we are to maintain a healthy foundation for our 
everyday lives.” ‘ 

The NYSDOT reports 33% of pavement on Long 
Island is currently rated fair or poor (according to 
Fox 5), while the Office of the Nassau County Comp- 
troller says 1% of locally and state-maintained bridg- 
es on Long Island are rated in poor, or structurally 
deficient, condition and 56% of bridges have been 
rated in fair condition, meaning minor deteriora- 
tion has occurred. Infrastructure improvements are 


needed throughout Nassau and Suffolk counties. 

New York State’s 2022-2023 budget — including 
Gov. Kathy Hochul’s record five-year $32.8 billion 
DOT capital plan, which seeks to leverage federal 
funding to support major infrastructure projects 
throughout the state, with numerous improvements 
in NYSDOT Region 10, Long Island — is due on 
April 1. 

The scheduled repair of the Sunrise Highway 
Bridge over North Road in Hampton Bays does 
not depend on the 2022-2023 budget. It is funded 
through the five-year NYSDOT Capital Plan, which 
continues to address a long list of projects since it 
was adopted in 2016.

A 28-year-old former Shoreham/Wading River: 


High School teacher was spared jailtime after she 
admitted to having a sexual relationship with a 
15-year-old male student for a two-month span last

Veronica Pezdan, a Holbrook resident who taught 
mathematics part time at the school, was sentenced 
by Suffolk County Judge Steven Pilewski to 10 years 
of probation after she pleaded guilty in December to 


_acharge of third-degree rape. She had faced a maxi- 


mum of four years in prison. Ten other counts were 
dropped in exchange for her plea. 

“We are grateful for a fair sentencing —— 
on behalf of our client despite the significant per- 
manent collateral consequences for Veronica,” her 
Huntington-based attorney John LoTurco said. 
“Veronica's career and reputation are essentially ex- 


tinguished for being compelled to register as a sex 


offender. However, from the inception Veronica was 
highly remorseful and accepted responsibility by 
enrolling in therapy including subjecting herself to 
a forensic risk assessment evaluation to determine 
future risk of recidivism.” - _ 

- Pilewski also issued a permanent order of protec- 
tion for her to stay away from the victim but reserved 


his decision on what level Pezdan will be classified 
as in the sex offender registry. The levels from one, 
given to those least likely to commit another crime, 
to three, for those most likely. LoTurco maintained 
she is unlikely to be a recidivist. 

“This inappropriate relationship was an aberra- 
tion, and ... Veronica is a very low risk to reoffend,” 
LoTurco said. “In the end, a sentence of probation 
was an equitable resolution, and we are hopeful that 
both Veronica and the victim will both eventually 
heal from the ramifications of our client’s actions.” 

The Shoreham-Wading River School District had 
said a staff member tipped off the district to the al- 
legations, which triggered an internal investigation 
before Suffolk County police were contacted. Special 
Victims Section detectives later arrested the teacher 
as she drove home from the school. The school dis- 
trict, which noted that the teacher passed New York 
State background checks prior to being hired, fired 
her immediately after her arrest. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk District Attorney Ray 
Tierney declined to comment on the sentencing. 


Riverhead Woman

A Suffolk County grand jury has indicted a 
34-year-old Riverhead woman on upgraded charges 
after she allegedly crashed her car while high on 
drugs, killing her 4-year-old daughter in Flanders 
in January. 

Amy Wesolowski was indicted on. counts of first- 
degree vehicular manslaughter, driving while in- 
toxicated with a child passenger — a felony under 


Leandra’s Law — operating a motor vehicle while 
impaired by drugs, endangering the welfare of a 
child, and driving without a license, court records 
show. She is scheduled to be arraigned March 29 at 
county court in Riverhead. 

Police have said Wesolowski was driving with her 
daughter in a 2005 Toyota Rav 4 that collided witha 
2022 Volkswagen Tiguan driven by 29-year-old So- 
nya Fezza of Water Mill on Flanders Road at 11:40 
a.m. on January 13. 

The child, Gracelyn Perkowski, died Sunday 
at Stony Brook Hospital, where she was taken for 
treatment following the crash. First responders had 
initially resuscitated the unresponsive child at the 
scene after she was pulled from the wreck by good 
Samaritans and she was rushed via ambulance to 
the hospital. Both drivers were taken to Peconic 
Bay Medical Center for treatment and were released 
later the same day. 

Wesolowski was initially arrested: on DWI, 
drugged-driving and child-endangerment charges. 
Her attorney was not immediately available for 
comment. She faces up to-15 years in prison on the 
top count, if convicted.

‘@} the sunny afternoon of March 
3, an SUV pulled up in front of 
Balenciaga, a store that sells $2,000 
handbags on Newtown Lane in East 
Hampton. Five masked individuals 
hopped out, ran: into the store and 
in about 30 seconds rounded up as 
many handbags as they could carry 
— 48 in all, with a total value of 
$94,000 — and ran back out — 
to their SUV and drove off at 
a high speed. The store em- 
ployees watched, amazed. 

Across the street, a clerk 
at the Oliver Peoples high- 
fashion sunglasses store saw all 
the commotion and reported to po- 
lice what had happened, and that the 
getaway car was a black Dodge Du- 
rango. Others called in the incident 
with their cellphones. The police gave 
chase, but soon, when things hit 100 
mph, gave up. 

Forty-five minutes later, the Duran- 
go, trailing smoke, pulled over on the 
shoulder of the Long Island Express- 
way at Exit 69 and came to a halt. The 
police, following at a distance, arrived 
and after some drama, arrested four 
of the five occupants. The fifth, a 
woman, got away on foot and has not 
been seen since. They all were e from 
Newark, NJ. 

I have been wondering how this 
elaborately planned heist might have 
played out ifit had happened years ago 
when I first came out to the Hamptons 
as a teenager. It would have been very 
different. 

For one thing, back then there were 
no $2,000 handbag stores in the 
Hamptons as I remember. Instead, 
$10 pocketbooks would have been 
available at Anita’s Women’s Wear. If 
masked robbers went in, they would 
have stuffed the glittering bracelets, 
earrings and necklaces perching on 
the glass counters into the pocket- 
books before zooming off.

been in a luxury sunglasses store,

back. And on this day, in the absence 
of cellphones and 911, anyone report- 
ing the crime would probably have 
run down the street chasing the van a 
little ways, then gone to the payphone 


at the corner of Main and Newtown > 
from where, after putting in a dime, | 


they'd call the cops. 

Alternatively, the crime may ‘have 
been witnessed by an officer walk- 
ing the beat. The cops were always 
around. After the stores closed at the 
end of the day, they’d check the front 
doors. If they found one unlocked,

Fish Fight: Baymen File Class Action 
Suit to Regain Truck Beach Access — 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


Fishermen fighting for their right to drive on 
Truck Beach, a disputed fishing spot in Napeague, 
cast their latest attempt to reel in oceanfront prop- 
erty owners’ efforts to keep the shore private. 

Attorneys for 12 fishermen and the East Hampton 
Town Trustees — the panel created three centuries 
ago to manage public use of town beaches, bay bot- 
tom and wetlands — are luring a Suffolk County 
court judge to certify as a class-action a lawsuit filed 
March 17 on behalf of the town’s 28,000 residents. 
Attorneys for the homeowners argued the anglers 


should cut the line and move on after an appeals 
court panel recently ruled the beach to be truck- 


free. The new suit is one of several pending ‘issues _ 


expected to keep the matter in court beyond the 13 
years it’s already been litigated, “From my clients’ 
perspective, it’s a fight for their very existence,” said 
Southampton-based attorney Dan Rodgers, who 
noted that his clients — 11 commercial fishermen 


_and one recreational angler — aren’t seeking money. 


“They literally can’t earn a living to support their 
families.” 

A central issue in the case is an 1882 land sale by 
the Town Trustees to then-resident Arthur Benson. 


The homeowners argue that the beach was included 
in subsequent property deeds, but the state Supreme 
Court rejected the argument in 2016. The Appellate 
Division, Second Judicial Department reversed that 
ruling in February,.barring off-roaders from driv- 
ing on the shore. And in refusing to hear the case, 
the state Court of Appeals in effect agreed with that 
ruling." * oy 

The fishermen and trustees maintain that the rul- 
ing kept intact an easement that allows them to fish 
from the beach, but argue that commercial fisher- 
men need trucks to do so, which the homeowners 
do not want. Rodgers notes that the Benson deed

allowed fishermen to use “wheeled conveyances” to 
transport their gear to the surf. In the 19th century, 


before automobiles were invented, they used carts. 
Nowadays pickup trucks are the wheeled. convey- 


ance the fishermen use, Rodgers says. 

Stephen Angel, the managing partner of the Riv- 
erhead-based law firm of Esseks, Hefter, Angel, Di 
Talia & Pasea that represents four homeowners as- 

-_ sociations that originally sued to ban driving on the 
beach in 2009, said that the courts already ruled on 
the questions the fishermen raise in their latest case. 

“They want-another bite at the apple,” Angel ar- 
gued. “They've already had a bunch of bites. ... Based 
on my experience, once you litigate something over 


a 13-year period with intervening areas 4 appeals 


and a trial that lasted for 
over a week, you generally 
don’t get another bite at 
that apple.” 

Daniel Spitzer, an attor- 
ney with the Manhattan- 
based law firm of Hodgson 
Russ LLP who represents 
the trustees, countered 
that there are still unre- 
solved issues at play for the 
courts to decide. 

“The original -lawsuit 
had a lot to do with the 
town issuing permits for 
recreational truck driving. - 
That’s not what this lawsuit 
is about at all,” Spitzer said. 
“The homeowners associa- 
tion has attempted to pres- 
ent the (access rights) in a

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way that severely impacts the commercial and rec- 


_ reational fishing industry in. East Hampton. Clarifi- 


cation of what are our rights is why we commenced 
the action.” 

In October, town authorities summonsed 14 peo- 
ple for driving their trucks onto the beach in an act 
of civil disobedience to protest the appeals court’s 
ruling last year. Suffolk Judge Paul Baisley later 
granted a request from attorneys for the homeown- 
ers to have the protestors’ trespassing cases moved 
from East Hampton Town Justice Court to his court, 
where the beach access suit was handled. The town 
then filed a lawsuit against the homeowners. 

Consolidating civil and criminal matters to- 
gether is inappropriate, as (the) plaintiff’s requested 
stay of the criminal proceedings while this motion is 
pending could affect the criminal defendants’ right 
to a speedy trial,” Christopher McDonald, an attor- 
ney with the Albany-based law firm of Whiteman 
Osterman & Hanna LLP, who represents the town 
in the case, wrote to the judge. 

Outside of court, the town has said that it plans 
to explore condemning the disputed 4,000-foot 
stretch of beach west of Hither Hills State Park 
under eminent domain, the legal process in which 
the government can seize land for public use. But 
to date, the town has not followed through on that 
threat. 

“The ability for all members of the public to access 
and use our beaches is a fundamental right for East 
Hampton’s residents, one that must be protected 
and maintained,” East Hampton Town Supervisor 
Peter Van Scoyoc has said. 

Advocates such as Kevin McAllister, the founding 
president of the Sag Harbor-based environmental 
advocacy group Defend H20, has also been sound- 
ing the alarm about the Truck Beach case being a 
sign of “the privatization. of the public’s beaches.” 

The case essentially pits wealthy oceanfront 
homeowners in Amagansett against a subset of 
Bonackers — descendants of the South Fork’s Co- 
lonial-era settlers — who are among the dwindling 


- few baymen still practicing one of the community's 


earliest professions: fishing. 

When will the debate over whether Bonackers can 
use their pickups to fish at Truck Beach finally be 
put to rest? It may be only those with the patience of 
a fisherman who have the endurance to find out as 
this saga continues.

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Financing Luxury Real Estate with 
Cryptocurrency —

Ihe question has come up in the luxury Hamp- 
tons and New York City real estate industries, 
“Can Bitcoin be used as leverage for a home pur- 
chase?” This leads to the bigger question, how can 
one best leverage their coin and cryptocurrency in 
this hot New York real estate market? 
The short answer is that it is possible to obtain 


a mortgage leveraging cryptocurrency, but it is 


probably not the best way to do it. There are some 
logistics and requirements to understand if this fi- 


nancial product is helpful to your overall portfolio 


right now or not. 

The first thing to know is that the cryptocurrency 
will need to be held in a centralized exchange (CEX) 
wallet so the funds can be tied to the borrower. If it 
is in a decentralized exchange (DEX) wallet, there is 

_nothing that ties those funds to the borrower. CEX 
wallets offer less control for a user over their funds 
and are more susceptible to hacking, making them 
less secure, so this may or may not work for a par- 
ticular investor. 

The majority of advice regarding finding a lender 
who will accept working with your coin is to lean 
into crypto lending networks or exchange platforms. 
Celsius lends on cryptocurrency, as does Milo. As 


of July 6, 2021, El Salvador considers crypto legal: 


tender so an international lender from there can 
possibly help. 

United Wholesale Mortgage, the No. 2 mortgage 
lender in the country, started accepting crypto as 
payment for mortgages in September 2021. Due to 
the complications and regulations surrounding the 
payment transaction, it ceased accepting crypto for 
mortgage payments after a couple of months, which 
has slowed its welcome into this sector. 

Regulations being explored by U.S. lawmakers 
should help with making these payment processes 
easier for institutions who want to be able to 
accept them. 

“You also should know that there 
would have to be some cash involved 
to pay title fees, taxes and insurance, 
the attorney-closing costs. Those 
vendors likely won't accept crypto,” 
says rea] estate agent David Rogers of 
Compass NYC, who has been answer- 
ing these very questions for some of his 
buyers. 

Some buyers working with real estate agent Chris- 
topher Covert of Compass Hamptons have consid- 
ered utilizing their Bitcoin for a down payment to 
avoid paying capital gains taxes when liquidating. 

“Coinbase and BlockFi will do a 50% loan to value 
ratio, but they will liquidate you above 60 or 65% 
LTV. So if you have $1,000,000 in Bitcoin,: you 
could tie up $250,000 and get a $50,000 loan with

little risk of being margin called. But crypto- 
currency is still volatile so this product is 
not for the risk-averse,” says Covert. 

A better route for those who are in 
crypto for the long haul could be to 
look into relocating the primary resi- 
dence to Puerto Rico where there is 
no capital gains tax — which is what 

some heavy hitter crypto investors have 
done to avoid this problem. U.S. lawmak- 

ers continue to take steps to regulate cryp- 
tocurrency and, if successful, should make the coin 
easier to use in these types of transactions. 

For now, utilizing cryptocurrency to finance a 
New York home purchase doesn’t look to be a ques- 
tion that will lead to any kind of trend. It seems the 
best way to leverage your crypto to purchase real 
estate right now is to cash it out and obtain a loan 
with U.S. dollars or to make the entire purchase 


with your cryptocurrency. 

“It is easier to purchase a home outright using 
Biteoin, but be mindful that the seller will want to 
ensure that the price agreed for the property is the 
amount in equivalent coin to be paid on the closing 
day. The market ups and downs will be the buyer’s 
burden until the closing day,” Rogers cautions. So 
far, sellers are not running en masse to list with an 
accompaniment of being willing to accept crypto as 
payment for their home sale. 

A better strategy for leveraging cryptocurrency 
for real estate may be to explore the digital real es- 
tate options available.

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HAW Fest 2021 was simultane-

ick Bruce helps raise money for 

Southampton Hospital and the 
Bridgehampton Library. He also plays 
golf. But he did something a little more 
unusual for a retired 83-year-old. The 
Bridgehampton resident wrote a play. 
His first. Three years and several re- 
writes later, Sometime Child about a 
lawyer who helps a few less fortunate 
kids got an off-off-Broadway run at 
Manhattan’s Theater for the New City: 
He had help raising the funds from his 
golfing buddies out east. But the for- 
mer Wall Streeter watched the news 
and thought his pandemic time could 
be better spent than binge-watching 
Netflix. “I just got tired of reading 
stories about innocent people living in 
dangerous: neighborhoods,” he says. 
“They're dying from stray bullets and 
nothing is being done about it. On top 
of that, the no-bail and defund the 
police movements have made things 
much worse.” 

He showed a first draft to people 
like James Carabatsos, a: Hollywood 
screenwriter responsible for films 
like Hamburger Hill and Heartbreak 
Ridge who makes his home in Bridge- 
hampton. With some encouragement, 
Bruce started tweaking the two-act 
drama during COVID. “Carabatsos 
told me to do table reads, as many as 
I could,” Bruce says. So with the help 
of several New York casting agents 
and some area theaters, Bruce did a 
one-night reading at Guild Hall, then 
took his show to East Hampton’s LTV 
where the filmed version will air in 


the coming months. Executive Direc- - 


tor Michael Clark attended the run- 
through and liked what he saw. “It’s 
important and uplifting,” Clark says. 
“We are making it part of a new series 
we're doing called ‘New Plays New 
. Playwrights’ giving people a chance to 
see their work in action,” he adds. 

For Bruce, the table reads were only 
the beginning. Links pals from the 
Bridgehampton Golf Club and other 
friends chipped in to get the play 


produced. Bruce searched all over 


Manhattan and wound up at an ex- 
perimental theater on the Lower East 
Side. The 100-seat facility proved ide- 


al, and the play opened on March 13. © 


Artistic Director Crystal Field helped 
produce. 

“The play-is relevant and exciting,” 
she says. “I particularly like the cho-

rus of young people from the neigh- 
borhood who move the story along,” 
she adds. That teen chorus was one of 
the additions during a rewrite. Bruce 
also acted as executive producer and 
learned quickly about the pitfalls of 
show business. Actors who got CO- 
VID had to be recast, a new director 
stepped in, and the opening had to be 
postponed a week. Bruce took it all 
in stride, but there were unusual set- 
backs: “I had to drive to Shelter Island 
to buy rapid COVID tests and drive 


~ them into the city to clear the actors,” 


he says. “It was snowing pretty hard 
one of those days.” It all seems to have 
paid off. Website Broadway World 


writes, “Richard Bruce's play is com- 


menting on our inequitable society. 
What makes this story compelling is 
its focus on demonstrating the power 
of an individual's capacity to reach 
across the divide.” 

So what happens when the two- 
week run concludes this Sunday? 
Bruce has the bug. He’d like to mount 
another production this summer in

2 tbsp freshly squeezed lemon juice 
1 cup all-purpose flour 

2 large eggs

1 cup sweetened flaked coconut 

3 cups panko bread crumbs 

1/8 tsp ground cumin 

1 lemon, cut into wedges 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 
Canola or peanut oil, for frying 


Directions: Lay out fish filets onto a cutting board 
or clean surface. Season each filet with lemon juice, 


salt and pepper. Prepare dredging cdi Inapiedish 
or shallow Tupperware, add flour.

the spotlight on women this month, we want to honor 
four Hamptons power women who left this Earth 
knowing they improved their communities for all who 
came after them. 


HARRIETT GUMBS (1921-2020) 

Harriett “Princess Starleaf’ Gumbs was nothing 
short of a Shinnecock trailblazer. During her 99-year 
life, she opened the Shinnecock Nation’s first retail store 
on Hill Street, Shinnecock Indian Outpost, and was a 
vocal activist who successfully fought off land claims 
and petitioned then-President Richard Nixon to add the 
Shinnecock Nation to federal Indigenous.maps. She be- 
came the tribal matriarch, a designated princess and the 
oldest living Shinnecock woman. With a lineage that’s 
able to be traced back to before the European settlers, 
Gumbs passed down the stories of her ancestors within 
the community and in lectures at Ivy League schools. 


GIORGINA REID (1908-2001) 


Those who recognize the Montauk Lighthouse as an 


East End icon should also recognize the woman who ~ 


saved it: Giorgina Reid. A textile designer living in 
Rocky Point, she once had to save her cottage from 1n- 
evitable collapse by constructing terraces in the bluff’s 
gullies. The Montauk Lighthouse was in a similarly 


| . dire situation but on a much larger scale. With ero- 


sion shearing a couple feet off the cliff each year, the 
lighthouse was getting dangerously close to the edge. 


: The U.S. Coast Guard was ordered to abandon it, until 


Reid proposed her idea to Dan Rattiner, who had been 
covering the story and advocating for those in charge 
to find an alternative solution, and then to the Coast 
Guard. She and her volunteers used her patented pro- 
cess, reed-trench terracing, to build terrace platforms 
made of beach debris and other materials. She kept 
coming back almost weekly for 15 years, protecting 
more and more of the cliff face from erosion each day. 
Then-President Ronald Reagan praised her heroic ef- 
forts, and the Coast Guard promised to maintain her 
work after she retired. 


MAY GROOT MANSON (1859-1917) 


Perhaps the most famous of the-Hamptons suffrag- _ 


ists — due, in part, to the historical marker honoring 
her at the location of her former East Hampton home 
— May Groot Manson was chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Woman Suffrage League of East 
Hampton and the Women’s Political Union of Suffolk 
County. Her home became a hub for frequent suffrag- 
ist meetings and was also the kick-off point for a 1913 
suffrage march she helped organize. She also took 
part in a cross-island demonstration, carrying the 
Torch of Liberty from Montauk Lighthouse through 
the East End before passing it off mid-island to fellow 
suffragist Louisine Havemeyer. 


AMAZA LEE MEREDITH (1895-1984) 
Despite being unable to officially train in the archi- 
tecture profession, on account of being a Black wom-

an in the early 1900s, Amaza Lee Meredith's talent 
and passion for it were undeniable. As founder and 
chair of Virginia State University’s arts department, 
she was awarded with Virginia’s first land grant to 
Black scholars and would begin building homes 
throughout Virginia, Texas and New York. Most no- 
table to the East End are her Sag Harbor projects: 
Azurest South, a home she built for herself and her 
life partner Dr. Edna Meade Colson, and Azurest 
North, a village subdivision that she envisioned as 
a vacation destination for middle class Black fami- 
lies that has since grown into the Sag Harbor Hills, 
Azurest and Ninevah Beach Subdivisions Historic 
District (SANS). Meredith continued to develop de- 
signs for buildings, inventions and paints well into 
her senior years.

Mi daddy always says there’s no 
place like Shinnecock. I hate ad- 


mitting when he’s right, but this time 
I’ve got to hand it to him — he is. 

I grew up on the Shinnecock terri- 

tory surrounded by family. I went to 
Southampton public schools where 
Shinnecock people are administra- 
tors, bus drivers, coaches, custodians, 
guidance counselors, liaisons, librar- 
ians, security guards and teachers. 
They would give Shinnecock kids an 
extra “get off your phone” in the halls, 
sometimes a more emphatic “get to 
class,” but always an extra “how are 
you doing?” when we needed it. 
__ Infirst grade when we learned about 
Thanksgiving, my cousin, Andrina 
Wekontash Smith, who was working 
as a teacher’s aide in my class, took me 
and two other Shinnecock students 
out into the hallway. She bent down to 
our level and told us the story we were 
about to be told was not at all how 
things really went down. She warned 
us that Natives would be talked about 
as if we aren't here anymore. Most im- 
portantly, she made sure to remind us 
we're here and we're here together. 


After Superstorm Sandy, I remem- 
ber realizing I was one of the few 


kids in my sixth grade English class — 


whose power still wasn’t back. Mr. 
Shawn Smith was ‘working as a sub- 
stitute teacher at the time. His uncle 
built the house I grew up in. Before I 
could even explain that my WiFi was 


down, Mr. Smith whispered to me, 


“Don’t worry if you can’t submit the 
homework, I know we're still waiting 
on power.” 

When I was in high school, com- 
munity liaison Sherry Blakey-Smith’s 
office was always full of Shinnecock 


kids. One day some of the boys were ' 


arguing, spinning back and forth in 
black leather rolling chairs. It was 
over something small, so small I can’t 
even remember what it was. I just re- 
member Sherry’s voice: “The people 
outside of this room spend enough 
time tearing us down, we don’t need 
to do it to each other in here.” 

In spring of 2019 I got accepted 
into Brown University, something 
my Shinnecock guidance counselor, 
Mrs. Angela Hughes-Johnson, was 
always confident I could do. Brown is 
on Narragansett land, so I knew I had 
connections to a sister tribe nearby

if I ever needed anything. 
Plus, another Shinnecock 
student, Keanu Hunter, 
who grew: up down the 
street from me, was 
starting his junior year 
that fall. He was willing 

to look out for me and 
introduce me to other Na- 
tive students on campus, but 
truthfully, I wasn’t ready for it. As 


an Indigenous student at a predomi- . 


nantly white institution, the impostor 
syndrome was real and it set.in im- 
mediately. I shrunk myself — second- 
guessed, misstepped and most of the 
time didn’t even step at all. Over- 
whelmed by all the new faces, places 
and spaces, I chose none of them. 


I would look in the:mirror and see 


an impostor, lost among minds full 
of galaxies that seemed much more 


? vast than my own. Not even someone 


from home extending their hand to 
me could snap me out of the crushing 
anxiety I was feeling. 

The pandemic disrupted over a year 
and a half of my time at Brown. When 


_ we were all able to come back to Provi- 


dence this past fall, I promised myself 
I would take advantage of the blank 


slate awaiting me. I was ready for the 


faces, places and spaces and knew my 
galaxy of a mind was just as vast as all 
the others on campus. By then, Keanu 
had graduated, and I realized I’d have 
to branch out on my own. 

One September night I got an email: 
Native Welcome Back 5:30—7 p.m. I 
always got emails about Native gath- 
erings, but never felt up to attend- 
ing any. And even this time, I paced 
around my dorm making excuses as 
to why I couldn’t go until my room- 


‘mate nudged me: “I think this could 


be good for you.” 

She was right. I picked out my fa- 
vorite pair of wampum earrings and 
placed the smooth dangling disks with 
their deep purple on my.ears. I looked 
in the mirror and took a breath. My 
daddy says Shinnecock people feel 
whole when we wear wampum. Add 
that to the (short) list of things he’s 
right about, because at that moment I 
felt whole. 

Immediately upon entering the 
room, someone complimented my 
earrings and any butterflies I had flew 


away. We talked, prayed, ate, shared -

_ Ties. Eventually, I was in front 
of the room, microphone in 


had written about my an- 
cestors. Two Narragan- 
sett students rushed. up 
to me: “How is it you're 
Shinnecock and we didn’t 
know you were here all this 
time?” 


As I walked back to my dorm, I 
called my parents and finally let the 
tears I had been blinking away all 
night fall. It was the first time I truly 
felt at home here at Brown. There was 
an unspoken understanding in the

wo North Fork breweries recently 
celebrated their one-year anni- 


_ versaries, and after successfully dodg- — 


ing the pandemic’s many curveballs, 
Peconic County Brewing and iibergeek 
Brewing Company are ready to let the 
good times roll. 

Jeff Schaeffer launched Peconic 
County Brewing at 221 East Main 
Street in Riverhead in February 2021 
with 10 beers on tap and a full kitchen. 
A former district sales ‘manager for 
food distributor Sysco who grew up 
sleeping in the back of his family’s 
restaurant, Schaeffer didn’t set out to 
open his business during a pandemic. 

“The plan was in place for years. I 
left my career, took out a loan, signed 
a 10-year lease, and construction was 
underway when the whole world fell

apart — and we were looking at ‘14 
days. to flatten the curve,” Schaeffer 
says. 

Of course, those 14 days stretched 
on for months and now years. 

“Every challenge you can think of 
When starting a new business was 
extrapolated out 10 times,” Schaef- 
fer says. As 2020 went on, there were 
starts and stops and unexpected pan- 
demic-related challenges with every- 
thing from getting windows and car- 
peting to dealing with inflated prices. 
But after all he had invested, quitting 
wasn’t an option, even if Schaeffer 
wanted to. 

“By hook or by crook, we had to get 
to our opening day,” he says. __ 

- About six weeks after Peconic Coun- 
ty’s kickoff, iibergeek, a previously no- 
madic brewery, opened a tasting room 
and production facility in the former

Moustache Brewing Company space 
at 400 Hallett Avenue in Riverhead. 
Ubergeek owner Rob Raffa previously 
worked for the owners of Moustache 
Brewing, and he had told them he 
would be interested in the property if 
they ever cared to sell. 

“It turns out they wanted to switch 
up their business model, so it was ser- 
endipitous,” he says. 

Less perfect was the fact that the 
opening fell in the midst of a pandemic 
that was continuing longer than any- 
one expected. 

“The pandemic forced us to switch 
our business model around, which I 
appreciate now because it has made us 
stronger,” Raffa says. “Since the retail 
market wasn’t too strong, it forced-us 
to focus more on wholesale and con- 
tract brewing — areas that have given 
us a lot of prowess and that we other- 
wise may have neglected.” - 

Now, the tasting room business is 
strengthening every day, “and we are 


in a better spot all around than we 


would have been if we hadn’t been 
forced to diversify,” Raffa notes. 

Outdoor seating has helped both 
breweries weather the pandemic. 
Peconic County’s 2,000-square-foot 
deck, overlooking the Peconic River, 
seats 100 people comfortably with 
heat lamps as needed and _ sunset 
views. The brewery’s interior, too, is 
spacious, with 6,500 square feet of 
industrial-style space with concrete 
floors and high ceilings. 

Ubergeek currently seats about’ 40 
people outside on one side of its build- 
ing and is adding a seating area for 
about 30 to 40 more people on the oth- 
er side in time for the warm weather, 
Raffa says. The brewery’s unconven- 
tional interior embraces local artists 
with murals, pop-ups, live music and 
a vending machine that sells swag and 
trinkets from local artists. 

And then there’s the beer. 

Raffa says he and his team “work 
diligently to create thought-provoking 
beer by using experimental tech- 
niques and unorthodox ingredients, 
all through the lens of math and sci- 
ence.” : 

The brewery’s top seller is Rockets

popular brews include A Casualty © 


of Circumstance, an “easy-drinking 
IPA,” and Space Age Times, Stone Age 
Minds, an 8.2% East:Coast IPA with 


A few wine, cider, cocktail and soft 
drink options are also available, and 
food trucks regularly visit the facility. 
Ubergeek, which has 10 to 12 beers on 
tap at any given time, is launching an 
anniversary beer and is celebrating its 
milestone with a weekend of live music 
and other festivities April 1-3. 

Peconic County continues to offer 
10 beers on tap at any given time, with 
five mainstays and five that are rotated 
in and out. 

- “Dream Girl is our most popular 
year-round beer,” Schaeffer notes. “It’s 
an American-style IPA that’s easy to 
drink. Our Colonial amber lager is a 
crisp, clear everyday drinking beer 
that’s not overly malty or hoppy.” 

Looking ahead to summer, “We're re- 
ally excited about our Cooper’s Summer 
Ale. It.was a huge favorite last summer, 
and we'll probably have it available in 
April,” Schaeffer says. “We also have a 
strawberry blonde ale coming, which 
will be new for summer. It’s so new that 
we haven't even named it yet.” 

The brewery’s full kitchen churns 
out gourmet grilled cheeses, burgers, 
wings, shrimp skewers and big pret- 
zels, among other options.

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Get Oriented Part II: 


A Beginner’s Guide to Orient Village

any people know Orient only for 

the Cross Sound Ferry to New 
London, Conn. or service to Mohegan 
Sun and Foxwoods casinos. 

-But those who rush to the ferry ter- 
minal miss a precious gem on the way. 
Crossing the mile-long causeway from 
mainland Long Island takes you to 
another world, where stunning vistas 
will remind you of the North Fork’s 
natural beauty and help you under- 
stand how its past is part of its present 
and future. 

With a population of less than 1,000 
residents, Orient has the smallest 
number of people per square mile of 
any community in the Town of South- 
old. This is the source of its charm and 
the reason it is often overlooked. Even 
residents of nearby communities tend 
to forget about this place of natural 
beauty and living history. 

Orient has some of the most beau- 
tiful coastline on Long Island, from 
the Long Island Sound to the many 
pristine inlets and bays. While beach 
permits are required in season, this 
time of year welcomes visitors to walk 
its beaches and enjoy the onset of 
spring. 


OYSTERPONDS HISTORICAL SOCIETY’S VILLAGE HOUSE 


ORIENT VILLAGE 

While it is small — with only a post 
office, gas station and a country store 
— the village is big in character. This 
quiet, walkable village is full of histor- 
ic buildings, many with plaques that 
relate local events. 

Scott Robbins, development as- 
sociate for Oysterponds Historical 
Society, describes: Orient as “similar 
to Sag Harbor and Nantucket but 


quainter.” Buildings are modest, there 


is no commercial aspect to the area, 
and the community is tight-knit. 

The Oysterponds Historic District 
comprises 120 buildings of significant 
historic value. Many date from the 
late 18th to late 19th century. The Ori- 
ent Wharf dates back to 1740. 


OYSTERPONDS HISTORICAL 


SOCIETY 

Oysterponds' Historical Society, 
based in Poquatuck Hall on the village 
green, is a vital part of the local com- 
munity. Consisting of seven historic 
buildings on 8.5 acres in the heart of 
the village, the OHS holds an impres- 
sive collection of over 60,000 historic 
artifacts, documents, diaries, works 
of art and archival objects from early 
Native American times through the

20th century. 

“This is the most voluminous. and 
diverse collection on Long Island,” 
says Robbins.

The community didn’t see a lot of’ 


change even as the rest of Long Island 
did, which is key to its preserved his- 
tory. Some local families have been 
in the area for hundreds of years. 


Houses and properties were passed’ 


down within families, often with at- 
tics full of historical artifacts, which 
many people generously donated to 


. the OHS. 


The OHS holds a petamene mari- 
time exhibit in Webb House and 
seasonal exhibits on local history in 
the Village House, a former board- 
ing house and the schoolhouse. This 
season, exhibits include World War I 
photographs and primary source doc- 
uments. Exhibits are free to children 
and members, $10 for nonmember 
adults. They’re open May 28 through 
September 25, Friday 2-5 p.m., Sat- 
urday 11 a.m.—5 p.m. and Sunday 2—5 


p.m. 

- A series of over 30 webinars, ean 
in 2020.to meet the needs of the com- 
munity during the pandemic, cover a 
range of topics and are now free on the 
website. 

OHS hosts many community events, 
from pumpkin carving in the fall to 
tree lighting and cookie decorating 
in December. But the most popular 
event is the Fourth of July Heritage 
Day event, when the Declaration of 
Independence is read from the steps 
of the Old Point Schoolhouse, fol- 
lowed by a parade.

‘is difficult and hands-on. “A typical 


in-season work day usually lasts 18 
hours. The work is hard and dirty, and 
we are rarely not covered in mud,” 
says Mastrangelo. 

Oysters are an important part of 
a healthy ecosystem. A single adult 
oyster filters over 50 gallons of water 
per day. “Oysters have a tremendously 
positive impact on the environment,” 
says Mastrangelo. “You keep eating,

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Leading 
Designer Thomas 
Joseph Fleming 
Dies at 88 


Thomas Joseph Fleming, a_ leading  in- 
terior ._ designer, died on February 28, with 
members of his family at his side. He 
was 88. 

Fleming was the son of Lawrence and Marguerite 
Fleming and was born in Lynbrook. After graduating 
with a B.A. in journalism from Indiana University in 
1955, he moved to New York City. With no experience 
other than decorating his walkup in Hell’s Kitchen, 
Fleming claimed he was hired by his future partner, 
Keith Irvine, because, “I had no formal training but 
was interested in interior design.” 

In 1967, Fleming became a partner in Irvine and 
Fleming. He spent more than 50 years designing and 
decorating for scores of clients across the country and 
around the world who valued the way he understood 
their vision and completed projects that exceeded 


their expectations. His award-winning work was pub- > 


lished in Architectural Digest and other publications. 
Fleming was recognized for his work in the maga- 


zine’s vaunted list, “The AD 100: Top Designers and 
Architects.” 

While working and living in the city, Fleming met 
the love of his life, Dr. Jack Hagstrom. He and Hag- 
strom enjoyed telling friends how they met and how 
they came to realize they were both born on December 
2, 1933. They were married in Vermont in 2008 and 
spent more than 50 years together. He and Hagstrom 
built their home “High Tension” on the South Fork, as 
well as their cabin “Wit’s End” in upstate Maine. They 
both enjoyed the outdoors, a good martini and week- 
ends full of entertaining family and friends. 

Fleming believed that a family should support and 
celebrate one another. He hosted numerous family 
reunions and never missed his nieces’ and nephews’ 
graduations or weddings. Fleming regularly broke out 
in song to toast the occasion and was often the life of 
the party. 

He was preceded in death by his spouse, Dr. Hag- 
strom, his siblings, John and Robert Fleming, Sister _ 
Mary Gregory, OSF, and Jane Coyne, and-his neph- 


~ ews and niece, Terence, Kenneth and Ginger Fleming. 


Fleming is survived by 13 nieces and nephews who 


are located from coast to coast and will miss his love 


and laughter.

en Steven Skrynecki was 
sworn in as chief of the South- 
ampton Town Police Department, he 
brought with him over 40 years of 
law enforcement experience. With a 
pedigree that rivals the top cops in 
America’s largest cities, we have an 
experienced law enforcement profes- 
sional at the helm in Southampton, 
committed to keeping our East End 
abode safe. 

As a Nassau County Police Officer, 
Skrynecki rose up the ranks through a 
storied career policing Nassau Coun- 
ty. Departing from Nassau as the chief 
.of department — the highest-ranking 
uniformed member of the police force 
— Skrynecki left a post where he over- 
saw all operational aspects of the Nas- 
sau County Police Department. 

His influence on the Nassau County 
Police Department, one of the nation’s 
largest suburban law enforcement 
organizations, will be felt for genera- 
tions to come. They, too, are a reason 
why Nassau County was named the 
“Safest Place to Live in America.” 

And while Southampton Police 
Department may be smaller than the 
2,400-member department to our 
west, Skrynecki’s commitment to 
public safety for the 60,000-resident 
Town of Southampton is stronger 
than ever. 

During his 42-year career with the

“Ultimately, people want to feel safe, 
no matter where they are —. whether 
they are in an urban or a rural setting 
— and we are fortunate to have the 
full support of Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman and the Southampton 
Town Board. While some of the tech- 
nologies and methodologies differ, the 
primary goal of public safety is the 
same,” Skrynecki says. 

He says a critical component of his 
strategy on policing is community 
outreach and involvement. 

Since taking over the reins in South- 
ampton, Skrynecki has introduced 
over 20 new initiatives, focusing on 
everything from increased commu- 
nity relations, officer safety and ac- 
countability, and new, state-of-the-art 
policing techniques that curb crime in 
our.area. 

Skrynecki, through his education 
and professional experience, has a 


unique vantage point to reform and 
improve policing, which is in the best 
interest of all East End residents. 

“Police reform is a never-ending 
process, always searching for new 
police methodologies and technolo- 
gies to be used in policing. They need 
to constantly evolve and need to meet 
community concerns and objectives,” 
he says. 

Skrynecki says that Commissioner 
Bill Bratton, a previous Dan’s Papers 
High Profile feature, is a friend and a 


-role model whom he views as a men- 


tor. They are frequently in touch, as 
they both spend time on our East End. 

‘One of the new initiatives that the 
Southampton Police has implemented 
is the unmanned aircraft program, 
which has been tremendously help- 


ful, the chief says, for managing large - 


events and also rescue efforts. These 
aircraft have the capacity to carry in- 
flatables, dropping them to individu- 
als who may be in distress offshore. 
They can also be used to locate people 
in the woods — be it a missing person 
or someone attempting to. evade ar- 
rest. They are operated by federally 
licensed pilots. 

Another of the new _ initiatives 
launched in which Skrynecki takes 
particular pride is a new collaboration 
on the mental health of Southampton 
residents. The new pilot program, 
which is considered first-of-its-kind 
on the East End, involves the tandem 


efforts of law enforcement and mental . 


health professionals. 
Prior to the implementation of this 


‘reform, police officers were required 


to bring some of those with mental 
health needs to Stony Brook Hospital. 
The 40-mile drive each way would 
take two police officers off the street 
for several hours. 

‘Now, with these new reforms, a 
mental health professional is brought 
with the police to mental health-re- 
lated calls — via telehealth — bring- 
ing the needs of the residents to the 
source and allowing for instant evalu- 
ation of the person in crisis. — 

Furthermore, it keeps more cops on 
the beat and fewer cops in transport 
— a win-win for all involved — while 
also assisting the person in need with 
getting their circumstances required. 

“This, to me, is an exciting new ini- 
tiative, and is a win-win-win,” Skry- 
necki says. “It’s a win for the police 
department, in the sense that was not 
tying our resources up unnecessarily. 
It’s a win for the person in crisis. It’s 
a win for Stony Brook Hospital. It’s a 
win for the various healthcare agen- 
cies that we work with, who now get 
to address the mental health needs 
of the individuals in crisis. And, of 
course, it’s a win for the person in 
crisis, who receives the mental health 
attention they deserve.” 

- Skrynecki continues, “This reflects 
the. community’s concerns, also, of 
the police playing roles that they are 
not suited to play. We recognize that 
we have a role in times of crisis, but 
in times of mental health crisis, there 
are other professionals who may be 
better suited to address these issues.” 

Adecorated, career law enforcement 
professional, Skrynecki at the helm of 
the Southampton Police Department 
is one of the main reasons that our 
community is safe. And, while police 
work and crime are an ever-changing 
field, Southampton residents should 
feel confident that Skrynecki is up to 
the challenge. 

“We have a five-year record of declin- 
ing major crime in Southampton, due, 
in part, to our commitment to commu- 
nity involvement, the dedication of the 


_ men and women of the department, and 


our desire to explore ways to improve,” 
he says, “while at the same time, deal- 
ing with an ever-increasing population — 


‘on the East End.”
